| By a very strange colncldence, Harnes
and I got Inte a compartment contain-
ing Moodie and CGray and also Addia
Sime, whom I had not seen since our
long chat In the trenches on June 1,
We had a happy reunion, Everybody
talked at once and it was worse than
any woman's sewing meetlng that was
ever held,
| No one slept much that night, for
the compartment was too crowded and
besldes we had too much to say. We
talked well on into the night, catching
ocoaslonal dim glimpses of the Ithine
and wome of ita famous old castles. We
all regretted very much that we were
Ll‘h.-'. making this trip in the day time,
because thode who had been in Germany
| before told us that the soenery WwWas
wonderful. It was unanimously decided,
however, that we would much prefir to
study the scenery in Switserjand.

We had all brought tinned food to
|hur. us for two or three days, at the
lend of which time we expected to be
lon our way back té camp or hoapital,
or making our way to the promised Iand
where tinned food was pnot reguired. At
about 12 o'clock we decided to have &
little feed. One of the men produced
u loaf of Swiss bread, others tina of
butter, sacsages and tongue.

This was washed down with a drink
of cond d milk sucked through the
hole in the tine——and then we felt much
better.
